PROBY’S CASE." 


His Account of the Drowning at 
Santa Monica. 


His Strange Adventure in Oregon—The Curi- 
ous Freaks and Eccentricities of 
a Disordered Mind. 


The case of Robert Proby, who is 
now confined in the county jail, and who 
will have his preliminary examination 
before Justice Ling to-day on a charge 
of conspiracy to defraud the Order of 
the Legion of Honor of $5000 insurance 
money, is one of peculiar interest in 
several respects. In the first place, 
Proby is an Odd Fellow, the members 
of which order are in »general so up- 
right and honest that any who fall from 
integrity among them are soon brought 
into an unenviable notoriety, In the sec- 
ond place, the manner of his disappear- 
ance was mysterious and unusual, sO 
much so that the case may be said to 
stand alone in the court records of this 


county and State. Thirdly, so 
far as can now be ascertained, 
Proby bore a _ good _ reputation 


prior to his advent upon the scene of 
his disappearance. A representative of 
the Trmxs visited him at the County 
Jail yesterday, and came away satisfied 
that unless there is much method in his 
madness, his mind is diseased and dis- 
ordered. Whether he was perfectly sane 
at the time of his disappearance, and 
whether he ought to be heijd strictly to 
account, as a person legally and morally 
responsible, is a question for the courts 
to decide. 
PROBY IN PRISON. 


The man, as he appears in prison, is 
anything but prepossessing. His dress 
is rough, and is not in the first stages of 
cleanliness; his face would look better 
if submitted to the operation of the ton- 
sorial artist. There isin his conversa-. 
tion and in his manner an unpleasant 
suggestion of reason deranged. The 
first allusion to the Santa Monica affair 
brought a vehement torrent of discon- 
nected sentences, in which he com- 
plained bitterly of what he called ‘‘per- 
secution.”’ ‘‘ The whole thing,’ he said, 
‘*is wrong. I am as innocent asa 


Question—If you are innocent, why 
did you disappear at all. 

Answer—lIt was all a halluci- 
nation in regard to my wife. - I wanted 
to get away from her. I know I wronged 
her. I thought I could not live with 
her. I had studied and thought over 
what to do. 

Q.—When did you first make up your 
mind to eave her in the way you 
did? 

A.—I never thought of making out 
‘that I was dead until I heard them cry- 
ing out at Santa Monica that a man had 
been drowned. I did come very near 
drowning and wasin need ofhelp. I 
managed to turn over on my back, and 
after I had got the salt Water out of my 
lungs, the thought struck me that this 
would be a good time to leavef Minnie, 
my wife, forever. I don’t know how it 
was, but the idea came to. me as I was 
floating on my back. So I floated 
around until I could hear them no 
more, and then swam tothe beach and 
went up to the tent. 1 thought that 
Minnie would never know that I was 
not drowned, and if she got the insur- 
ance money it would be all the better. 
4I went up to the tent and put on 
another suit of clothes I had left there. 


A SCRAP OF PAPER. 


Q.—Where did you go when you left 
there? 

A.—I really don’t know. 1 think I 
went through Los Angeles and up to 
San Francisco, Stockton and around the 
bay. But I tell you I am as innocent of 
aby conspiracy as any man that walks 
God’s greer footstool. It’s not prose- 
cution that I’m afraid of. It’s persecu- 
tion. Doyouthink that I would have 
come back here if I had been guilty of 
conspiracy? 

Q.—You went to Oregon, did you 

A.—Oh, yes; I wandered all over. I 
was in Portland when I first heard of 
my wife’s destitution. Me and another 
‘man was in an old house, when I saw a 
scrap of paper lying ona barrel. I 
picked it up and the first thing that met 
my eye was an accountof the destitu- 


tion of my wife and little ones. 
That was in April, I believe, 
and the paper was _ part of 


a Los Angeles newspaper. I then sent 
my wife money and wrote to her that I 
was wrong, and wanted her to forgive 
me. After that I don’t know what I did. 
I believe I was crazy, aud I intend to 
bring doctors to prove that I was crazy. 
I have been suffering with dyspepsia for 
years and I knew at Santa Monica that 
I could not live long.

CENTINELA CROPS. 
This Your's Work on a Los Angeles 
| Rancho. 


The and the Grain Fiefds— 
Area in Cultivation — Appfoximate 
Average Yield per Acre—Inter - 

esting Statistics. 


A few weeks ago:the grain yield of 
Los Angeles county this year could 
hardly be; approximately estimated: 
North winds, late rains, blizzards, rust 
and weevil wete all dreaded, and while 
some enthusiastically predicted a fair 
average yield, others were- quite as 
ready to declare that crops would be a 
total failure. ‘All sorts of rumors were 
afloat, but the general opinion seemed 
to be that the yield would be considera- 
bly below that of last year. No portion 
of the couuty, howeyer, was believed to 
be in a worse condition than the Rancho 
Centinela, which i is located about eight 
miles southwest of Los Angeles, a short 
distance from the sea coast. All 
agreed that the Centinela was out 


of the rain belt this year and crops must 
fail. This ‘opinion was so widely circu- 
lated- that few expected anything in the 
cereal line worthy of note, but in a few 
lines which follow we will show what a 
ranch ih this county can do with a min- 
imum rainfall. Last year, M.r D. Free- 
man, the gentleman managing this 
ranch, had an unusually fine crop, 
which he sold to the best advantage 
just as the grain market had almost 
touched the highest notch in prices. 

The land is considered at present as 
valuable as! any in Southern California 
for grain raising, although a few years 
ago the man who might have attempted 
grain raising on an extensive scale would 
have been scoffed at as a fool. The 
segfson just past, one of the driest on 
this ranch ever experienced, has shown 
conclusively what can be accomplished, 
and the following list of the acres in 
grain and ‘the amount harvested, fur- 
nished us by a gentleman who has just 
returned from it, will give some idea of 
the prodactiveness ot the land. 

D. Freeman, principal lessee of the 
ranch, has cut this season 1400 acres of 
barley and wheat. He has one thrasher 
at-work ou the Centinela and one on 
the Roseérans tract. Each is 
thrashing out 1100 sack a day. McLean 
Bros, have’ 300 acres in barley, all of 
i has turned, out well. Sam Car- 

has cut 300 acres of barley, which 
when thrashed . will make 3000 
sacks of ‘barley. J. E. Bilacklan 
has cut 400 acres of barley. Flood 
& Son, 2,500 acres, all ready to thrash; 
Cecil Haight, 1,000 acres of barley; Jas. 
Root, 1,000 acres, nearly all in wheat; 
Wm. Newport, 1,400 acres of barley and 
wheat; Capt. Chark, 500 acres of. barley; 
Mr. Van- Wyck, 300 acres of barley; 
Newton & Son, 400 acres of barley; Mr. 
Cleghorn, 600 acres of barley; Mr. Mc- 
Murty, 400 acres of barley; Wm. Lyster, 
500 acres: Of barley; Chas. Courtright, 
300 acres of barley. Besides the above, 
there are | quite a number of smaller 
holdings, which will aggregate quite a 
large additional yield. 

The 7 to the acre this year will 


be ten or twelve sacks, and the 
farmers say the yield is much better 
than that pty last year, The grain is 
plumper and cleaner in_ every 


respect. year Mr, Freeman, 
who supplies the sacks, only purchased 
33,000; this year he has already laid in 
a stock of 60,000, which will hardly 
prove sufficient; besides many of the 
farmers have sacks left over from last 
year. 

The. aa 8 will average 105 pounds of 


| grain each; which is good weight, and 


taking it altogether, the showing made 
above will hardly be surpasséd any- 
where in the county. Los Angeles, as a 
grain-producing county, has only quite 
lately ass sumed any importance, but 
with the jintroduction of improved 
varieties and better cultivation there 
has followed an immense increase in 
acreage improvement in
